REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In view of the applicant's amendments and after further consideration of the 
invention, the claims as presented, 21-39, avoid the prior art of record. The prior art 
does not disclose an aquatic exercise device having a bell with a plurality of apertures 
adapted to allow water flow when the device is moved through water, a plurality of fins 
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extending from an outer surface of the bell to provide resistance when the device is 
moved through water, and a handle connected within the interior of the bell wherein the 
handle is accessible by a human hand through an opening in the bell.
